Students  visit 
national  laboratory

Particle  accelerators,  nu¬ 
clear  reactors  and  chemistry 
labs  awaited  two  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  students  who  toured 
Argonne  National  Laboratory, 
located  northwest  of  Chicago, 
earlier  this  month. 

Amanda  Lemler,  junior 
Chemical  Engineering  major, 
and  Jon  Nowlin,  senior  Psy¬ 
chology  major,  were  accompa¬ 
nied  by  Dr.  David  Chesak  (Math 
and  Physics)  on  a  tour  of  the 
forty-year-old  Department  of 
Energy  facility. 

Argonne  conducts  a  variety 
of  research  in  all  the  hard  sci¬ 
ences,  including  studies  on 
superconductivity  and  nuclear 
medicine. 

Lemler,  Nowlin  and  Chesak 


walked  among  particle  accel¬ 
erators,  commonly  known  as 
atom-smashers,  and  viewed  the 
world’s  most  powerful  elec¬ 
tron  microscope. 

At  the  facility,  the  group 
learned  about  the  uses  of  mod¬ 
em  technology  such  as  those 
developed  at  Argonne. 

The  Department  of  Energy 
fears  that  funding  for  its  re¬ 
search  programs  will  be  greatly 
curtailed  by  the  Clinton  admini¬ 
stration. 

The  purpose  of  giving  tours 
to  student  and  other  groups  is 
to  show  the  public  that  there 
are  many  practitle  uses  of 
cutting-edge  technology,  tech¬ 
nology  that  could  dramatically 
enhance  our  quality  of  life.

STUFF  received  a  First 
Class  rating  by  the  American 
Collegiate  Press  (ACP)  in  a 
nationwide  critique  of  schools 
with  an  enrollment  between 
501-1000  students. 

The  First  Class  rating  is  the 
second  highest  possible  rating 
given  by  the  ACP.  The  ACP 
judges  college  newspapers  in 
the  categories  of  Coverage  and 
Content:  Writing  and  Editing: 
Photography,  Art  and  Graph¬ 
ics;  Layout  and  Design;  and 
Leadership. 

Points  are  awarded  as  the 
judge,  usually  a  journalism 
professional,  sees  fit. 

To  achieve  a  First  Class 
rating,  a  newspaper  must  score 
between  3000-4150  points. 
STUFF  received  3160  points. 
The  highest  rating  of  All- 
American  needs  the  same  span 
of  points;  however,  the  newspa¬ 
per  must  also  receive  at  least 

Admissions 
increase  for 
1993-94

This  past  year  in  admis¬ 
sions,  has  brought  a  marked 
increase  in  enrollment  statis¬ 
tics  to  Saint  Joseph's  College. 

According  to  Brian  Kesse, 
Dean  of  Admissions,  the  col¬ 
lege  has  experienced  an  in¬ 
crease  of  143  applications  or 
19%  more  than  this  time  last 
year. 

As  of  early  this  week,  there 
were  207  deposited  students 
over  the  158  from  the  same 
date  last  year  as  well. 

There  has  also  been  an  in¬ 
crease  in  scholarships  granted 
to  incoming  freshmen.  The 
Academic  Scholarship  Commit¬ 
tee  has  awarded  211  Trustee 
Scholarships  to  deserving  stu¬ 
dents,  compared  to  the  132 
that  had  been  offered  at  this 
point  last  year.  According 
Kesse.  "It  is  a  very  exciting 
time...  I  would  also  like  to  thank 
everyone  who  helped  out  with 
Discovery  Days,  V.I.P.  Days, 
giving  tours  and  meeting  our 
new  students."

Bland  to  be  new  men's 
basketball  coach

When  Bill  Hogan  left  Saint 
Joseph's  College  as  the  men's 
head  basketball  coach  two  years 
ago,  he  left  a  team  that  was  11- 
17  and  that  had  not  been  to  the 
Division  II  tournament  since 
1979.  Dan  Peters  stepped  in 
and  brought  new  life  and  re¬ 
spectability  to  the  basketball 
program.  In  his  first  year,  the 
team's  regular  season  record 
improved  by  eleven  games  from 
the  previous  season  (22-8).  He 
also  led  the  Pumas  to  the  tour¬ 
nament  for  the  first  time  in  thir¬ 
teen  years  for  a  share  of  first 
place  in  the  GLVC.  This  season, 
Peters  led  the  Pumas  to  their 
second  consecutive  twenty-win 
season,  a  first  for  the  team  in 
school  history. 

Peters  has  left  Saint  Joe  to 
coach  at  Division  I  Youngstown 
State.  His  replacement  is  Bill 
Bland,  who  was  an  assistant 
coach  under  Peters  for  a  season. 
Bland  was  an  assistant  coach  at 


Saint  Bonaventure  University  for 
two  years  before  coming  to  Saint 
Joe,  and  a  head  coach  at  Saint 
Gregory  High  School  in  Chicago 
for  two  years  before  that. 

Bland  participated  in  two  Di¬ 
vision  III  championships  as  a 
player  at  North  Park  College  in 
1979  and  1980.  “Coach  Bland 
should  add  to  our  program,  he 
knows  the  game,  and  he  may 
prove  to  be  a  better  game  coach 
than  Peters  was,"  guard  Mike 
Crowley  said. 

Bland  and  the  players  should 
make  a  smooth  transition  going 
into  next  season  because  Bland 
has  a  similar  coaching  philoso¬ 
phy  to  Peters.  Bland  empha¬ 
sizes  hard  work  and  defense. 
Bland  is  already  looking  forward 
to  next  season.  “The  most  im¬ 
portant  time  is  right  now.  You 
improve  as  players  and  as  a  team 
from  March  to  November."  Bland 
said.

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Baseball  teamfs  28  wins 
sets  new  school  record

The  Saint  Joe  baseball  team 
has  won  a  team  record  28  games 
this  season,  but  finished  third  in 
the  GLVC  Tournament.  The 
winner  of  the  conference  tour¬ 
nament  receives  an  automatic 
bid  to  the  national  tournament. 
The  Pumas  must  be  ranked  third 
in  the  North  Central  Region  to 
get  the  into  the  national  tourna¬ 
ment. 

The  Pumas  won  one  game 
and  lost  two  in  the  GLVC  Tour¬ 
nament.  They  defeated  Lewis 
University  13-11  Friday,  but 
went  on  to  lose  to  Southern 
Indiana  University  26-18,  and 
lost  to  Lewis  4-2  in  the  double 
elimination  tournament.  “We 
played  well  (in  the  toumament)- 
we  didn't  beat  ourselves.  The 
other  teams  were  better  than  us 
on  that  day."  said  Coach  Mike 
Moyzis. 

The  Pumas  must  be  ranked 
third  in  the  North  Central  Re¬ 
gion  to  be  invited  to  the  tourna¬ 
ment.  and  the  Pumas  are  cur¬ 
rently  ranked  fourth.  The  North 
Central  Region  is  comprised  of 


26  teams  which  covers  a  span  of 
eight  states.  Saint  Joe  begins  its 
climb  Friday  when  the  Pumas 
play  Quincy  College,  ranked  fifth 
in  the  region.  On  May  8,  the 
Pumas  play  the  University  of 
Missouri  Saint  Louis,  who  are 
also  ranked  in  the  region.  “The 
key  games  remaining  for  us  are 
versus  the  Division  I  and  II 
opponents,"  said  Moyzis. 

The  Pumas  are  confident  that 
they  will  receive  the  at-large  bid 
to  the  tournament  because  they 
are  a  solid  team  with  strong 
hitting  as  well  as  pitching. 

Six  players  were  chosen  to 
the  GLVC  All  Conference  team, 
the  most  ever  selected  from  a 
Saint  Joe  team,  and  two  players 
were  honorable  mentions. 

Kevin  Byrdak,  who  leads  the 
Pumas  in  every  major  batting 
category,  including  batting  av¬ 
erage  (.408),  homeruns  (5),  runs 
batted  in  (33)  and  runs  scored 
(47),  John  Horazy,  and  pitcher 
Nick  Flemming  were  named  to 
the  first  team  All-Conference. 
Jim  Batusich.  John  Buday  and 
Brett  LaBine  were  named  to  the 


second  team,  and  Rich  Josepher 
and  Shawn  Carter  were  honor¬ 
able  mention. 

The  Pumas  are  a  successful 
team  because  the  players  are 
concerned  with  the  team,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Moyzis.  “This  is  a 
unique  group.  I've  never  seen  a 
group  get  along  so  well.  Our 
kids  don't  care  about  individual 
effort,  they're  only  concerned 
with  the  team,"  said  Moyzis. 

He  also  notes  that  the  pitch¬ 
ers  seem  to  pick  up  the  slack 
when  the  hitters  are  not  hitting 
well,  and  the  hitting  usually 
carries  the  load  when  the  pitch¬ 
ers  give  up  runs. 

This  team  is  also  deep — the 
Junior  Varsity  is  17-1 1.  It  is  a 
luxury  to  have  such  a  deep  team 
because  there  are  no  holes  in  the 
team.  The  young  players  are 
able  to  step  in  and  support  the 
upperclassmen  on  the  team. 

The  Pumas  play  Illinois  In¬ 
stitute  of  Technology,  Saint 
Xavier  College  and  Illinois  State 
this  week.  Saint  Joe  will  also 
play  Quincy  College  here  on 
Friday,  April  30.

tals,  strength  and  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  work  ethic.  He 
realizes  that  the  teams  shooting 
from  the  field  must  improve,  and 
that  will  come  as  the  players’ 
fundamentals  are  sharpened. 
However,  he  has  not  overlooked 
the  ultimate  importance  of  de¬ 
fense.  “You  cannot  always  con¬ 
trol  it  if  a  player  misses  a  lay  up, 
but  you  can  control  effort  and 
intensity.  Our  emphasis  is  still 
on  defense  and  effort,"  Bland 
said. 

When  Bland  plans  for  next 
season,  he  realizes  that  he  is 
going  to  have  to  make  up  for  the 
loss  of  seniors  Mark  Scheidler 
and  Crowley.  “Any  one  person 
can't  do  what  Scheidler  did.  He 
was  our  best  scorer  and  our  best 
defensive  player  down  low.  And 
Mike  [Crowley]  is  the  smartest 
player  on  the  floor,  he’s  the  best 
as  far  as  knowing  the  game," 
Bland  said.  But  Bland  has  seven 
seniors  returning  to  next  year’s 


team  and  he  knows  that  leader¬ 
ship  will  not  be  a  problem. 

Bland  is  impressed  by  the 
fact  that  the  Pumas  have  only 
lost  two  home  games  in  the  past 
two  years,  but  he  is  not  sur¬ 
prised.  Bland  gives  the  credit  to 
Peters,  the  players  and  the  stu¬ 
dents.  The  enthusiasm  of  the 
administration,  the  professors 
and  the  students  is  encouraging 
to  Bland.  “Those  fans  are  the 
reason  it  is  so  tough  for  other 
teams  to  play  here,"  Bland  said. 

“The  great  thing  about  this 
school  is  not  the  buildings  or 
technology,  it's  the  professors 
and  the  students,"  Bland  said. 
He  realizes  that  when  he  re¬ 
cruits  a  player,  that  player  will 
receive  a  quality  education.

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Surreal  experiences  at  Magritte  art  show

At  the  Magritte  art  show  in 
Chicago  at  the  Art  Institute,  on 
Saturday,  Mar.  27,  the  crowd 
was  as  thick  as  the  fog  which 
enveloped  the  Windy  City  that 
afternoon. 

Waiting  in  line  with  the  2:30 
p.m.  group  to  see  the  exhibit, 
our  tickets  had  admittance  times 
printed  on  them,  1  observed  the 
crowd  eavesdropping  on  gallery 
conversations  to  gauge  the  na¬ 
ture  of  those  present.  The  crowd 
was  like  one  you  might  find  a 
popular  film  except  that  they 
were,  generally  speaking,  excep¬ 
tionally  dressed.  I  listened  in¬ 
tently  to  a  couple  behind  me  as 
someone  explained  Surrealism 
to  their  companion, 

"Do  you  know  anything 
about  Surrealism?"  he  queried. 

“No,  not  really."  she  replied. 

"  You  know,  a  lot  of  the 
Surrealists  were  Belgian. .  .which 
is  strange  considering  Belgium 
is  such  a  small  country,’  he 
explained.  "When  I  was  in  Brus¬ 
sels,  I  saw  a  lot  of  Surrealist 
Art... like  Salvador  Dali’s  work. 
Dali  was  Belgian.  His  work 
wasn’t  that  great  It  was  all 
right,  but  nothing  much  really." 

While  Magritte  was  of 
course  Belgian.  I  could  have 
sworn  that  Dali  was  Spanish. 
Guess  you  leam  something  new 
everyday,  don't  you? 

And  while  I  was  waiting  in 
line,  museum  employees  went 
round  offering  an  "audio  tour" 
for  $4.00  which  included  rental 
ofa  Walkman  and  narrative  tape 
“explaining"  the  exhibit.  (The 
tape  is  not  included  in  the  $6.00 
entrance  fee.)  Had  there  been 
Spike  Jones  or  John  Cage  music 
on  the  cassette,  I  might  have 
sprung  for  it.  However,  an  offi¬ 
cious  male  voice  narrating  a 


Surrealist  Art  exhibition  was 
not  my  idea  of  ambiance,  and 
so  I  passed. 

When  we  entered  the 
exhibit,  people  began  cluster¬ 
ing  around  an  ugly  white  plaque 
on  the  wall  upon  which  some¬ 
thing  or  other  was  written  in 
black  script.  Maybe  it  was 
something  "important,"  but  it 
could  not  have  been  more  im¬ 
portant  than  the  beautiful  art 
hung  on  the  gallery  walls. 

As  I  gazed  at  the  ridiculous 
site  of  people  staring  at  this,  the 
absurdity  ofitmade  me  chuckle. 
I  wished  to  give  my  attention 
wholly  to  the  art,  but  that  was 
becoming  difficult  given  the  dis¬ 
tracting  nature  of  the  gallery 
crowd. 

There  are  tears  to  be  shed 
for  the  beautiful,  as  well  as  for 
the  sad  and  happy  things  in  life. 
Tears  of  the  beautiful  were  the 
kind  which  I  felt  ready  to  shed 
while  beholding  some  of  the 
most  syruply  bizarre  Images  I 
have  ever  beheld  while  awake. 
Magritte's  art,  like  most  strong 
Surrealism,  produces  an  effect 
of  hot  nausea  upon  me  which  I 
covet  rather  than  rue. 

This  feeling  of  warm  nausea 
produced  fantasies  in  my  mind 
akin  to  those  I  had  when  I  was 
feverishly  sick  as  a  child,  when 
my  imagination  took  me  places 
it  usually  would  not  when  I  was 
in  a  condition  of  sterile  "health." 

"The  Heart  of  the  World”  is  a 
painting  of  a  creamy  pink  uni¬ 
corn  gazing  out  of  a  fairy-tale 
like  castle’s  window.  The 
dreamy,  pink,  feminine  unicorn 
had  a  pretty,  flowing  mane  and 
a  castle  tower  jutting  out  of  its 
forehead  instead  ofa  spiral  horn. 

It  is  hard  to  express  my  agi¬ 
tation  after  regarding  such  an 
image  to  hear  the  utterance, 


Non-existent  band

Between  1983  and  1991, 
the  British  band  This  Mortal 
Coil  managed  to  release  three 
beautiful  albums  and  a  string  of 
singles,  quite  an  impressive 
output  for  a  band  that  never 
existed. 

The  concept  of  This  Mortal 
Coil,  whose  albums  have  now 
been  collected  in  a  boxed  set 
called  19831991,  was  devised 
by  Ivo  WattsRussell,  the  genius 
behind  the  British  label  4AD, 
which  was  home  in  the  early 
Eighties  to  influential  artists 
like  Bauhaus  and  The  Birthday 
Party.  For  This  Mortal  Coil,  Ivo 


assembled  a  core  lineup  con¬ 
sisting  of  himself,  cellist  Mar¬ 
tin  McCarrick,  and  Simon  Ray- 
monde,  as  well  as  a  fluctuating 
series  of  guest  vocalists  and 
musicians  from  bands  like  The 
Cocteau  Twins,  Modem  Eng¬ 
lish,  Dead  Can  Dance,  Sunset 
Gun,  Siouxsie  and  the  Banshees, 
and  The  Breeders. 

Although  the  band  was  never 
real,  they  fashioned  a  distinc¬ 
tive  sound  from  the  first  album 
It’ll  End  In  Tears  through  the 
final  album  Blood.  Slow  and 
somber,  the  subtle  arrange¬ 
ments  evoke  the  darker  side  of 
psychedelia  on  covers  of  songs

“Oh,  I  came  to  the  museum  with 
my  cousin.  You  know  1  just  can't 
stand  to  be  in  a  museum  over  an 
hour."  I  do  not  know  what  that 
woman  was  seeing  in  the  gallery, 
but  it  could  not  have  been  any¬ 
thing  close  to  my  perception  of 
things. 

1  was  utterly  shocked  out  of 
my  reverie  and  involuntarily 
jerked  my  head  round  glaring  at 
her  so  that  she  undoubtedly  knew 
that  she  had  upset  the  delicate 
harmony  between  the  art  and 
myself.  I  consider  such  spaces  to 
be  as  holy  as  the  priest  considers 
the  altar  to  be  during  mass,  and 
I  scarcely  think  a  priest  would 
tolerate  such  irreverence  during 
a  transubstantiation. 

As  I  approached  Mag¬ 
ritte’s  painting  of  a  locomotive 
engine  hurling  out  of  a  fireplace, 
entitled  "Time  Transfixed,"  a 
young  woman  behind  me  had  to 
say,  “A  lot  of  these  are  famous 
posters.. .like  that  one  there,  you 
see  that  one  a  lot,"  she  said  point¬ 
ing  to  "Time  Transfixed." 

“Uh-huh...a  lot  of  posters." 
said  her  companion  in  a  cod¬ 
dling,  condescending  manner 
suggesting  he  understood  how 
banal  her  comments  were. 

"Time  Transfixed"  holds  an 
important  subconscious  mean¬ 
ing  for  me,  relating  to  a  recurring 
childhood  nightmare  involving 
fireplaces,  and  it  was  insulting  to 
see  it  reduced  to  a  mere  a  popu¬ 
lar  poster  before  my  ears. 

Now,  I  know  that  she  meant 
no  harm,  and  that  her  comments 
were  quite  innocent,  but  people 
aren't  encouraged  to  make  goofy 
comments  during  mass  are  they? 
And  so  why  must  people  make 
them  during  a  High  Surrealist 
Art  exhibition?  Magritte's  art  is 
sacred  to  me  like  the  crucifix  I 
genuflect  towards  upon  entering 


a  cathedral.  Her  comments  ut¬ 
terly  shattered  the  psychic  web 
of  glass  I  was  constructing 
around  the  image. 

I  do  not  want  to  seem  strict. 
If  people  want  to  paint  them¬ 
selves  blue,  cover  themselves 
with  feathers  and  dance  around 
Magritte’s  exhibition,  I  would  be 
overjoyed  since  that  is  all  in  the 
spirit  of  Surrealism. 

I  am  distracted  awfully  less

by  a  child’s  cries  during  mass 
than  I  am  by  the  scolding  of  an 
adult  to  make  it  shut  up.  And  so, 
what  I  ask  for  is  that  the  rever¬ 
ence  most  Roman  Catholics  pay 
to  the  mass  be  assumed  by  visi¬ 
tors  of  the  Magritte  exhibition 
out  of  respect  for  the  artist  and 
his  work.

by  Syd  Barrett  (ex-Pink  Floyd, 
now  a  professional  madman)  and 
The  Byrds  and  give  new  dimen¬ 
sion  to  songs  by  artists  like  Talk¬ 
ing  Heads  or  Colin  Newman. 

The  “style"  of  This  Mortal 
Coil  really  took  shape  on  their 
second  release  Filigree  and 
Shadow,  with  its  eerily  soothing 
vocal  contributions  from  the 
Rutkowski  sisters,  Louise  and 
Deidre,  as  well  as  Dominic  Ap¬ 
pleton’s  John  Calelike  voice  on 
songs  like  “Tarantula"  and 
“Morning  Glory”  (both  written 
by  folk  recluse  Tim  Buckley). 

The  ethereal,  almost 
medeival,  beauty  is  also  felt  on 


Blood,  with  vocals  by  Caroline 
Crawley.  The  songs  create  an 
atmosphere  of  otherwordly 
sexuality,  perfect  for  lonely, 
late  night  muslngs  or  rainy  af¬ 
ternoon  melancholy.  The  at¬ 
mosphere  of  the  albums  wraps 
Itself  around  the  listener,  in¬ 
viting  and  permitting  tempo¬ 
rary  shelter  from  the  world’s 
ills,  provoking  both  Joy  and 
sorrow.  The  three  albums  from 
This  Mortal  Coil  are  fragile 
treasures,  equal  to  the  atmos¬ 
pheres  achieved  by  contempo¬ 
rary  artists  like  The  Cure,  The 
Banshees,  Joy  Division,  or 
Echo  and  the  Bunnymen.
